Tariff Object Lesson.
A canvass among tho mining fraternity

of the city reveals a strong inclination
towards organisation, tho present agita-
tion to reduce tho tariff on load and .inc
supplying an object lesson to I lie pro-

ducers that they should collect accurate
data regarding Their costs of production
as compared with oilier countries, and
"Mexico in particular. Tim majority are
"onvinoed that any organization to se-
cure the unanimous support of all the
mining men of Utah would best he inde-
pendent of all other combinations; it
should not be a branch of any national
organization. for Instance, hut. it. should
be in a position and hold in readi-
ness at anv and all limes to
with anv and all enterprises, whether lo-

cal or national, whose purpose is to pro-

mote the welfare of mines and mining.
The mining industry can look the po-

litical probabilities pretty squarely in tho
eve at the present llnu. Should the
Republican parlv be successful at tho
"omiiig election its attitude doubtless will
be as already Indicated, as far as the
tariff question is concerned. Tho party
will nor. interfere with tho Payne tariff,
schedules until the tariff commission,
upon complete investigation, determines
whether or not certain schedules should
ho changed. Whon the commissionI reaches tho metal schedule its programme
doubtless will be the same as in the case
of schedule. IC. the wool schedule, and
tho mining Interests should be fortified
with statistics on the cost of producing
all metals in any way affected by the
tarifT to aid the commission in its work
on these metals.

Data Is 'Necessary.
The Democrats, as indicated by the

Underwood bill now before the senate,
aro determined to reduce the tariff on

, lead and zino without recourse to the
tariff commission channel. The mining
industry under such circumstances re-- 1

ulres siueurate data on costs of produc-
tion to combat successfully this tariff re-
duction campaign, and in cither instance
a state organization's principal purpose
it the beginning would be the collection
of those statistics with which to pro-
ceed to Washington. This statowldo

of data can and must, be gath-
ered, but it will never be secured as long
as each indhidual keeps his hands off
"n the expectation that his neighbor will
issuiuc the responsibility,

Ions per month is only prn.etically,j,balf of
our minimum contract with the smelling
company, what it can do when the smelt-
er gets in a position to handle Nevada-Douglas- 's

full lonnapre is easily reckoned.

Low Mining- - Coats.
"Since tho first of February tho man-

agement has been nhlo t'u curry on de-
velopment work more lif keeping with
their desires than heretofore, because
they ha vp plenty of bunk houses for
miners and their February payroll will
average about. 125 men per day divided
approximatoly as follows: Seven
mining, thlrty-flv- o development work
and fifteen on buildings and surface Im-
provements. Up to tho 15th of Feb-
ruary the average dally shipments vora
219 tons. Since that time, thoy will aver-ag- o

more than 250 tons, so all our stock-
holders ouuht to feel greatly satisfied
tlufl overy thing Is moving along ho
smoothly. As you will recall, various
outside engineers have estimated our
mining costs would be somewhere be-
tween $1.75 uiid $2 per ton. The cost
sheet for Jsuiunry shows $.1.04 and that
on a small tonnage Whon our full ton-
nage is reached. It ought to be well be-
low 41.50 per ton.

"The gypsum end of the business is not
coming up to our expectations not, how-ove- r,

because monej' cannot be made, but
because the mill to date has not been
able to sell sufficient quantity to make
the tonnage.

Railroad an Investment.
"As for the Nevada- Copper P.elt rail-

road. Its gross oamlngs for January wore
about 513.00O. Operating expenses have
not yet been completed, but It is safe to
say that a handsome profit, over and
above expenses, will result from January
business, particularly when consideration
is given to the fact that its receipts
from haulages is Just about half what
they will bo when the second unit of the
smelter Is blown hi. The new engine
from the Baldwin Liocomotlve works in
Philadelphia will soon start on its long
trip to Mason.
